3.  Bids  less  than  60%  of  the  estimate  will  not  be  accepted. 

4.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  sale. 

5.  All  successful  bidders  shall  be  billed  for  postage,  handling  and  insur¬ 
ance. 

6.  We  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  loss  of  any  merchandise 
shipped  outside  the  United  States. 

7.  All  framed  items  are  shipped  at  the  purchaser’s  risk. 

8.  SMYTHE  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  bids  not  made  in  good 
faith  and  further  reserves  the  right  to  ban  any  bidder  from  partici¬ 
pation  in  its  sales  for  any  reason  deemed  appropriate  at  our  sole 
discretion. 

9.  A  SMYTHE  auction  bidder  expressly  waives  any  claim  or  right  to  any 
accounting,  damages  or  compensation  arising  out  of  SMYTHE’S  failure 
to  receive  or  execute  any  bid  due  to  exclusion  from  our  sales,  clerical  er¬ 
rors  or  other  causes.  No  bids  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  who  has 
not  signed  a  registration  form  or  a  bidder  sheet. 

10.  United  States  coins  and  currency  will  not,  in  conformity  with  law,  be 
opened  at  less  than  face  value. 

11 .  No  “buy”  or  “unlimited”  bids  will  be  accepted.  We  will  act  as  agents 
for  all  mail  bidders  in  the  sale.  Mail  bids  below  the  low  estimate  will  not 
be  reduced.  Mail  bids  will  be  opened  at  the  next  interval  over  the  second 
highest  bid  except  where  the  intrinsic  or  regular  market  worth  of  the  item 
dictates  an  opening  at  its  fair  market  value.  Floor  bidding  intervals  will 
have  an  average  increment  of  about  5%  at  the  discretion  of  the  auction¬ 
eer.

The  letter  with  Adams’s 
subscription  also  thanks  Byrd  for  how  he  “ handled  the  Earhart  matters  in  Boston...” 
Byrd  had  sold  his  three-engine  Fokker  to  Amelia  Earhart,  which  she  used  that  June  to  become  the  first  woman  passenger  flown  across  the 
Atlantic.  Also  with  a  Typweritten  Letter  Signed  “ Dick  ”  1/5  page,  4to,  on  stationery  imprinted  “Byrd  Antarctic  Expedition,”  New  York, 
August  22,  1928,  in  which  he  tells  Adams  “/  Haven't  forgotten  about  the  editorial.  My  people  do  not  think  the  time  is  quite  right  yet  to 
spring  it...”  All  pieces  are  in  very  good  condition.  Byrd's  first  expedition  to  the  Antarctic  began  just  three  days  later  when  the  first  of  three 
ships,  the  City  of  New  York ,  set  sail  for  New  Zealand;  Byrd  would  himself  embark  on  October  10  from  California.  Finally,  with  original 
Telegram,  a  New  York  Times  Radiogram,  from  Byrd's  Little  America  base,  October  29,  1929.  He  tells  Senator  Hiram  Bingham  in 
Washington  that  "We  heard  every  word  of  your  speech.  You  were  more  than  generous  to  me  and. ..I  am  human  enough  to  be  greatly 
pleased...”

THE  COLLIER  TROPHY 


Publisher  and  early  aviation  enthusiast  Robert  Collier  established  the  Aero  Club  of  America  Trophy  in  1911,  to  be 
awarded  annually  to  the  individual  or  group  responsible  for  the  year’s  greatest  achievement  in  aviation.  In  1922,  when  the 
Aero  Club  was  dissolved  and  the  National  Aeronautic  Association  formed,  the  prize  was  renamed  the  Collier  Trophy.  Since 
1944,  the  award  has  been  officially  presented  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The  huge  trophy  itself,  engraved  with 
the  names  of  its  proud  recipients,  is  on  display  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution’s  National  Air  and  Space  Museum.  The  four 
following  lots  feature  autograph  letters  and  documents  regarding  the  trophy  from  top  names  in  the  early  history  of  flight.

Knowing  that  annually  the  Collier  Trophy  ia  aaarded  "for  the 
groatest  achievement  of  eviation  in  America,  the  value  of  whioh  hae  been  thor¬ 
oughly  demonstrated  by  actual  use  during  the  preceding  year",  we  beg  leave  to 
present  for  consideration  by  your  Committee  certain  lata, which  we  believe  to 
place  the  Sikorsky  model  S-42  trons-oceanic  flying  boat  within  thw  ncopo  of 
the  qualifications  for  America'#  hlgheet  award  of  merit  in  the  aircraft  field. 
Luring  the  year  1934  the  3-42  reached  its  final  stages  of  development,  was 
extensively  tested,  end  was  put  into  rogularly  scheduled  air  line  service.  Its 
operations  over  tho  air  linos  during  tho  past  yoer  have  proved  and  aado  a  reality 
the  feaeibility  of  rapid,  safe,  and  comfortable  transit  between  nations  sepa¬ 
rated  by  wide  aroen  of  sea.  It  has  demonstrated  the  possibility  of  establishing 
almost  doily  intoraourse  with  our  sister  nations  to  the  south  and  has  performed 
a  function  with  respect  to  the  Restern  Hemisphere  analogous  with  the  development 
of  high  speed  transport  within  our  own  territorial  borders. 

Almost  five  years  ago,  after  the  successful  completion  and  entry 
into  service  of  America’s  first  four-engined  flying  boats  -  the  Sikorsky  3-40’ s  - 
Ur.  Sikorsky  and  his  design  staff  took  up  the  project  of  the  trans-oceonic  air 
transport,  a  developoent  which  had  hitherto  been  considered  a  remote  possibility 
but  In  which  the  Sikorsky  organisation  had  ouffioiont  confidence  to  coamonco 
actual  design  and  to  guarantee  an  airplane  capable  of  exploring  the  possibility 
end  developing  the  feasibility  of  scheduled  Irons -oceanic  service.  Naturally  in 
the  interest  of  developing  an  airplane  of  Immediate  importance  in  quantity  produc¬ 
tion  for  coast -wise  service,  we  laid  down  the  smallest  ship  capable  of  doing  the 
trans-oceanic  work  end  at  the  same  time  large  enough  for  luxurious  coast- wine  ser¬ 
vice. 

The  problem  presented  was  complex  and  not  capable  of  solution  by 
contemporary  practises.  Not  only  was  it  desired  to  incorporate  the  primary  trans¬ 
port  requisites  of  safety  and  comfort,  but  also  was  established  the  task  of  design¬ 
ing  the  most  economical  over-water  transport  capable  of  construction  -  which  goal 
colled  for  new  departures  along  the  lines  of  general  aerodynamic  efficiency,  speed, 
costs  of  maintenance  and  operation,  and  Initial  cost.  Kith  respect  to  aerodyoosiic

($350-Up)

U.S.  aviator,  flying  instructor,  and  test  pilot;  wrote  the  first  basic  flying 
manual  for  military  pilots;  only  three-time  winner  of  the  Mackay  Trophy;  set  records 
for  altitude  and  endurance;  made  the  first  nonstop  transcontinental  flight  with 
Oakley  Kelly  in  1923;  served  with  the  12th  Air  Force  in  North 
Africa  during  World  War  II.  Typewritten  Letter  Signed 
‘ John  A.  Macready,”  2-1/2  pages,  4to,  on  stationery 
imprinted  “Frigidaire  Corporation,”  Dayton,  Ohio, 
December  12,  1927.  Addressing  Porter  Adams,  president 
of  the  National  Aeronautic  Association,  he  says  he  has 
read  that  “the  World’s  altitude  record  has  been 
awarded  by  the  Federation  Aeronautique 
Intenationale  to  lieutenant  C.C.  Champion  of  the 
Navy.

THE  NINETY-NINES 


Formed  in  1929  at  Valley  Stream,  New  York,  by  26  women  aviators  including  Amelia  Earhart,  Ruth  Nichols,  Neva  Paris 
and  Viola  Gentry,  the  organization  that  became  known  as  the  Ninety-Nines  has  promoted  women’s  involvement  in  aviation  for 
nearly  three  quarters  of  a  century.  It  was  Earhart  who  suggested  calling  the  group  after  its  number  of  charter  members,  which  grew 
to  99  after  the  founders  sent  invitations  to  all  117  women  licensed  to  fly  in  the  U.S.  Now  with  over  6,000  members,  it  remains  the 
premier  organization  for  women  who  love  to  fly.  The  following  thirteen  lots  showcase  the  autographs  of  those  pioneering  women 
i  who  first  took  to  the  sky. 

1418  COCHRAN,  JACQUELINE  [3]  ($900-Up) 

American  aviatrix;  at  her  death  in  1980,  held  more  records  than  any  flyer  of  either  sex  in  history;  winner  of  Bendix  Trophy,  1938; 

headed  the  Women’s  Flying  Training  Detachment,  which  merged  with  the  WAFS  to  become 
the  Women’s  Airforce  Service  Pilosts  [WASPs],  which  she  directed;  first  woman  to  break  the 
sound  barrier;  winner  of  an  astonishing  14  Hannon  trophies.  Typewritten  Letter  Signed 
“ Jacqueline  Cochran,”  1/2  page,  small  4to,  on  stationery  imprinted  with  her  address.  New 
York,  October  11,  1946.  She  tells  C.S.  Logsdon  of  the  National  Aeronautic  Association’s 
Contest  Board  that  “Letting  the  jets  in  [record  competitions]  rather  lets  civilians  and 
reciprocating  engine  planes  out.

Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “Jacqueline  Cochran,”  2- 
1/2  lines,  small  4to,  on  her  imprinted  stationery.  New 
York,  October  10,  1946,  asks  Logsdon  “what  you  know 
about  a  race  from  New  York  to  Miami  some  time  this 
winter...”  With  carbon  copy  of  Logsdon’s  reply,  saying 
that  radar  or  theodolites  could  be  used  to  verify  turns  in 

the  shorter  distance,  and  that  there  is  a  5,000  kilometer  “2-way  course  running  from  Dayton 
to  a  point  near  Tuscon,  Arizona...”  He  has  heard  nothing  of  a  New  York-Miami  race.  All 
three  pieces  held  together  with  staple,  very  lightly  age-toned,  otherwise  in  very  good 
condition.  A  peerless  example  of  the  competitiveness  that  made  Cochran  an  all-time  great.

If  I  had  a one  way  to  ha  timed  at  altitude  I  sight  sake  a 
try  to  batter  the  Jete  2000  kiloneie  •  record  but  I  cen't  do  it  If 
I  her©  to  fly  low  enough  to  be  seen  fron  the  ground  at  start,  end  and 
turn.  If  the  judges  were  In  planes  above  the  start  and  turn  points, 
would  that  work?  They  would  in  that  oaee  be  able  to  see  that  there 
was  no  cutting  of  pyloo,  etc. 

I  can  break  tbs  present  6000  kilometer  record  with  some 
nargin  to  spare  which  causes  ns  to  ask  the  following  questions: 

Does  tbs  course  have  to  be  around  one  pylon  or  can  Lt  be  triangular 
or  In  the  fora  of  a  quadrangle?  For  ex&nple,  one  mi*ht  plot  a  course 
that  would  be  very  roughly  in  the  fore  of  a  circle  that  would  be 
5000  kilometers  in  circumference  and  would  pass  over  a  half  do sen 
or  sore  airports  which  could  be  pylons  and  check  points.  Probably 
the  tower  at  eech  such  airport  already  has  an  accurate  survey  point 
so  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  proving  the  length  of  the  entire 
course.

She  apologizes  to  Mrs.  John  Jay  White  of 
Westport,  Connecticut  for  not  being  “ home  when  you 
called  with  the  anniversary  gifts.  I  appreciate  your 
thoughtfulness  in  bringing  the  picture,  as  well  as 
the  poem.  Some  time  I  hope  you  will  tell  me  how 
you  happened  to  have  the  former.. .We  also  might 
have  a  discussion  concerning  the  National 
Women's  Party...”  Written  across  the  top  of  the 
letter  is  an  Autograph  Note  Signed  “ A.E.  ,”  June 
15,  1933,  admitting  ‘7  returned  from  Chicago  and 
find  this  letter.  /  do  not  know  why  it  was  not 
sent. ..Please  forgive  the  delay  if  you  did  not  receive  an 
acknowledgement  before.”  Lightly  age-toned,  with  very  light  wear  to  one 
comer,  otherwise  in  very  good  condition. 

Earhart,  who  had  only  a  year  earlier  made  her  historic  flight,  was  a  natural  for 
the  National  Women’s  Party,  which  sought  to  add  an  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  to  the  U.S.  Constitution.  In  everything  from  her  mode  of  dress  to 
her  courage  and  individuality,  she  challenged  the  period’s  assumptions  about 
what  a  woman  could  and  should  be.

Great  aviation  content  Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “Amelia 
Earhart,”  1/5  page,  4to,  on  her  imprinted  stationery  as  Aviation  Editor  of  “Hearst 
International  /  combined  with  /  Cosmopolitan,”  New  York,  February  22,  1929. 
She  tells  William  S.  Richardson  of  New  York  that  “ Flying  is  not  different  from 
any  other  skilled  occupation.  It  costs  money  to  learn  anything  worth  while.  I 
am  sorry  I  cannot  give  you  any  help  concerning  learning  to  fly  without  paying 
for  it...”

The  box  has  only  just  been  returned  from 
Newfoundland. ..As  I  paid  an  additional  $50.  for  the  barograph  [sic] 
which  /  used  on  my  long  distance  record  between  Oakland,  California, 
and  Louisville,  Kentucky,  1  would  very  much  appreciate  you  forwarding 
me  the  first  $50.  sent  to  you  on  deposit  for  this  barograph  which  was  not 

used..."  With  numerous  pencil  notes,  apparently  determining  the  amount  to  be  refunded.  Nichols  had  attempted  to 
make  the  crossing  in  June  but  crashed  and  was  injured,  clearing  the  way  for  Amelia  Earhart’s  successful  Bight  the 
following  May.  With  Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “Ruth  R.  Nichols,"  1/3  page,  4to,  imprinted  with  her  address.  Rye,  June  26,  1939.  She 
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October  30,  ly31.

Fine  content  series  of  five  Typewritten  Letters  Signed  “ Ruth  R.  Nichols ,”  1/2  to  1-1/5  pages,  4to,  on  stationery  imprinted  w  ith 

her  address.  Rye,  New  York,  January  10,  1939  to  January  19,  1940.  In  the  first,  to 
William  Enyart  of  the  National  Aeronautic  Association,  she  sends  thanks  lor  a  list 
of  women's  record-holders  she  had  requested,  but  is  “ surprised  to  note  that  the  first 
non-stop  flight  between  New  York  and  Miami  [in  1928],  of  which  /  was  one  of  the 
crew,  was  not  listed. ..Is  it  listed  under  the  men’s  inter-city  records?. ..Since  my  two 
transcontinental  records  were  officially  granted. ..by  means  of  sworn  telegrams 
sent  to  the  NAA  by  various  airport  managers ,”  could  the  flight  be  accepted  on  the 
same  basis?  “Captain  Harry  Rogers  really  did  a  splendid  job  of  preparing  for  that 
fight...”  After  Enyart  replies  that  feminine  records  were  not  kept  at  that  time,  she 
responds  that  “This  was  not  a  feminine  record,  necessarily. ..It  was  officially 
registered  by  Harry  Rogers”  and  thanks  him  again  for  “the  list  of  records  which 
you  had  compiled  for  me.  Perhaps  you  would  be  interested  in  a  summary  which  / 
compiled  [present]...”  The  foregoing  are  stapled  together,  with  carbons  of  Enyart ’s 
replies,  all  in  very  good  condition.  That  December  she  writes  the  NAA  Contest 
Committee  that  “Last  year,  you. ..compiled  for  me  a  list  of  all  women  who  set 
records  since  the  beginning  of  the  F.A.I.  [Federation  Aeronautique 
Internationale]...

Cochran. ..Ties  RN  in  gen.  off.  rec...”  With  carbon  copy  of  the  contest  board’s 
Charles  s.  Logsdon,  who  confirms  Nichols’s  status  for  women’s  landplane  records, 
but  claims  that  to  the  FAI,  these  do  not  count  as  maximum  records,  which  ignore 
plane  class.  With  a  seven-page  carbon  copy  of  his  list  of  all  women’s  records  by 
plane  class.  Nichols  responds  on  January  3,  1940  that  “I  am  not  clear. ..as  to  a 
distinction. ..First:  Regarding  the  qualification. ..of  ’Landplane’  feminine  records, 
since  the  records  were  the  best. ..regardless  of  the  type  of  aircraft. ..Second:  If  it  is  a 
fact  that  I  am  the  holder  of  a  feminine  maximum  speed  record. ..why  is  it  not  also 
permissible  to  say  ’a  feminine  maximum  record’...?  With  carbons  of  a  secretary’s 
brief  reply  and  Logsdon’s  January  12  response  that  the  FAI  does  not  differentiate 
between  men's  and  women's  records  when  determining  “maximum  records”. 

Nichols’s  last  letter  thanks  him,  admitting  “I  must  now  recognize  the  fact  that  the 
F.A.I.  has  not  established  a  separate  category  for  feminine  maximum  international  records.  But  it  seems  to  me  that  any  girl  is  justified  in 
stating  that  she  has  set  such  a  record. ..if. .she  does  not  capitalize  the  first  letters. ..which  thereby  keeps  the  term  descriptive...”  Paper  clip 
rust  on  last  letter,  all  others  pieces  stapled  together,  otherwise  in  very  good  condition.

An  enormous  aviation  Archive 
of  well  over  100  items,  including  over  30  Photographs,  8  Log  Books  with  entries  from 
1929  through  1942  (numbering  over  270  pages),  and  race  memorabilia,  most  dating  to  the

attested  in  newspaper  clippings  from  a  visit  Earhart  made  to  New 
York  aboard  the  He  de  France ;  many  photographs  depict  her  with 
other  notable  aviators,  including  Viola  Gentry,  and  aircraft,  such  as 
Wiley  Post’s  Winnie  Mae  and  Sansom’s  own  plane,  the  Outdoor  Girl ;  included  is  a  photograph  of  Sansom 
holding  the  Meridien  Air  Meet  Trophy  in  front  of  her  plane  while  her  cocker  spaniel  “Bomber,”  whose  love  of  the  air  is  noted  in  clippings,  sits 
on  the  craft’s  wing.  Items  are  in  fair  to  very  good  condition,  mostly  the  latter.  An  exquisite  museum-quality  archive  from  the  distinguished 
career  of  a  pioneer  American  aviatrix.

1  therefor*,  by  way  of  emphasis,  u 
glsd  to  preseat  herewith  copies  of  two  references  to  th*  decision  of  th* 

French  Aero  Club  (exhibits  "A*  and  "»•). 

Such  a  change  in  th*  rules  would  create  embarrassing  complications 
in  at  least  two  cases.  For  instance;  Ruth  Law  and  Katherine  Stinson  mad* 
he  as  rlous  cross-country  flights  in  1916,  1917  and  1918.  snd  in  making  these 
flights,  they  broke  th*  American  record*  for  both  men  and  women,  service  or 
civilian  pilots.  I  believe  that  my  claim  for  these  brave  pioneer  aosMn  pilot* 
is  Justified,  and  in  honor  of  their  courage,  if  for  no  other  reason,  I  think  w* 
should  not  endeavor  to  drew  any  distinction  between  men  and  women  pilots. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  »omcn  should  be  tarred  from

speed  records  and  won  the  Bendix  and  Thompson  Trophies.

The  first  politely  asks  William  Enyart  of  the  National 
Aeronautic  Association  to  “ send  the  [Thompson]  trophy  to 
the  MacMillan  Petroleum  Corporation  of  Los  Angeles  -  if  I 
am  not  to  be  permitted  to  have  it  myself.”  The  second  letter 
contentiously  discusses  his  defeat  in  the  1935  Thompson  race:  “ As 
long  as  I  am  a  member  of  the  N.A.A.  I  think  l  have  a  right  to  call  your  attention  to 
errors  in  your  publication. ..Y ou  state  that  Harold  Neumann  out-distanced  Roscoe 
Turner ,  a  close  second,  in  the  Thompson  Trophy  Race.  I  was  never  in  second 
position  during  the  race. ..I  went  out  with  motor  trouble. ..at  which  time  I  was  more 
than  seven  miles  ahead. ..I  think  that  after  all  I  have  contributed  to  speed  flying  I 
deserve  a  break  once  in  a  while  from  the  Organization  that  I  pay  dues  to  and  help 
boost...”  He  blames  his  failure  on  the  NAA,  claiming  that  “// you  hadn't  made  me 
run  my  qualifying  tests  /  would  be  $6,750.00  better  off  today  and. ..after  you  made 
me  qualify. ..you. ..asked  me  to  sign  waivers  for  two  or  three  other  planes  to 
enter. ..If  you  call  this  fair  play  then  I  don't  know  what  those  words  mean...”  Each 
signed  boldly  in  green  ink.  Staple  rust  in  upper  left  comers,  receipt  date  handstamp 
on  1934  letter  and  pen  notes  on  1935,  otherwise  each  in  very  good  condition.  The 
Thompson  Trophy  race  was  a  100-mile  closed  circuit  “no  holds  barred”  race  that 
Turner  would  win  again  in  1938  and  1939  before  it  was  suspended,  largely  due  to 
the  Second  World  War.  When  an  attempt  was  made  to  revive  it.  Turner  refused  to 
part  with  the  original  trophy,  which  was  finally  donated  to  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  upon  his  death  in  1970.

At  12:54:22  PM  we  took 
off.. .The  cumulo-nimbus  clouds  were  overcasting  the  sky  and  changing  to  nimbus- 
stratus.  ..H  e  experienced  a  little  snow  in  spots  at  an  altitude  of  1000  ft. ..The  third 
hour  temperature  dropped  to  about  25. ..Soon  it  began  to  rain  and. ..the  rain  turned 
to  ice..."  Before  long  the  “ship  was  a  solid  cake  of  ice  about  3/4”  thick...”  Losing 
altitude,  they  jettisoned  fuel  and  “ immediately  took  off  for  Curtiss  field  and  found 
our  aileron  controls  useless  and  ice  jamming  the  rudder  &  elevators...,”  crash 
landing  and  damaging  the  plane’s  prop.  Upon  examination  they  found  “ about  300 
lbs.  of  ice. ..If  we  had  encountered  this  ice  at  high  altitudes  we  could  have  come  to 
earth  and  probably  lost  it  all. ..Our  experiences  on  three  attempts  have  convinced 
us  of  the  probable  fate  of  the  so  many  ocean  flyers  and  after  the  next  attempt  at  the 
endurance  we  would  be  pleased  to  write  of  these  experiences  if  it  has  any  value  to 
you...”  Handsomely  age-toned,  with  very  light  edge  wear  and  paper  clip  traces, 
otherwise  in  very  good  condition.  An  exciting  first-hand  account  of  the  dangers 
encountered  by  record-setters  and  the  lessons  learned  by  those  who  survived.

Also  with  follow-up  Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “E.C.  Crittenden”  as 
Acting  Director  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  Bureau  of  Standards,  1/5  page,  4to, 
on  the  Bureau’s  official  imprinted  stationery,  Washington,  August  9,  1934.  He  sends 
to  the  NAA  “ a  copy  of  our  report  on  the  stratosphere  flight  pressure  record  as 
determined  from  the  barograph  charts  [present]...”

Just  sixteen 
months  later  Stevens  and  O.A.  Anderson,  copilot  on  the  present  flight,  broke  the  record  again,  reaching  over  72,000  feet.  That  record  would 
stand  for  twenty  years.  Some  age-toning,  minor  defects,  otherwise  every  element  in  very  good  condition.

Unique  Typewritten  Document  Signed  “ Orville  Wright ”  as  Chairman  of  the  National  Aeronautic  Association  Contest 

Committee,  4  pages,  legal  folio,  no  place,  no  precise  date,  1928.  A  deed  of 
gift  also  signed  by  NAA  president  “ Porter  Adams”  executive  committee 
chairman  “G.W.  Lewis,”  and  contest  committee  secretary  “ C.F  Schory,”  as 
well  as  the  thirty  donors,  among  them  Assistant  Secretary  ot  War  for 
Aeronautics  “ F .  Trubee  Davison ,”  later  holder  of  that  post  “ Robert  A. 
Lovett,”  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  Aeronautics  “D.S.  Ingalls,”  his 
successor  “Artemus  L.  Gates,”  financier  “ William  A.  Rockefeller ”  and 
Wings  Club  president  “Caleb  S.  Bragg,”  between  “ the  undersigned  former 
members  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. ..and 
National  Aeronautic  Association...”  The  document  affirms  that 
“Whereas:  Before  and  immediately  following  the  entry  in  1917 
of  the  United  States  of  America  into  the  World  War,  and 
preliminary  to  becoming  naval  aviators  Donors  received 
aviation  and  naval  training. ..Lewis  S.  Thompson. ..by  his

Blue  cover  worn  at  edges,  but  document  itself 
is  in  very  good  condition.  With  Typewritten  Letters  Signed 
by  future  Assistant  Secretary  of  War  for  Air,  “Robert  A. 
Lovett,”  1  page  and  1/3  page,  on  his  imprinted  business 
stationery.  New  York,  March  26  and  April  4,  1928.  To  C.F. 
Schory  of  the  NAA  in  Washington,  the  first  sends  a  copy  of  the 
deed  of  gift  “and  a  small  cut  showing  the  trophy  [not  present]/’ 
noting  that  “we  have  withheld  the  donation. ..since  many  of  the 
donors  are  financially  interested  in. ..a  special  speed  plane 
which  it  was  hoped  Lt.  Williams  would  be  able  to  fly  in  the 
Schneider  Cup  races  last  fall.  We  did  not  wish  to  be  placed  in 
the  position  of  giving  the  trophy  and  being  the  first  winner...” 
The  second  suggests  changing  the  deed  because  “1  feel  we  have 
limited  the  winning  of  the  trophy  to  land  planes...”  The 
present  deed  reflects  this  change.  A  unique  group  signed  by  one 
of  the  fathers  of  aviation  and  the  first  generation  of  naval  flyers.

Association,  at  his  home  in  New  Haven,  that  after  their  conversation  “I  got  Mr.  Orville 
Wright  on  long  distance  and,  although  he  was  reticent  about  taking  personal  credit 
for  having  actually  made  the  first  flight,  he  approved  the  wording  of  the  label  for  the 
\ational  Aeronautic  Associaiton  memorial. ..'The  first  successful  flight  of  an 
airplane  was  made  from  this  spot  by  Orville  Wright  December  17,  1903  in  a  machine 
designed  and  built  by  Wilbur  Wright  and  Orville  Wright.

Wear  and  staining  to  upper  left  corner,  otherwise  in  very  good  condition.  This  plaque  was 
placed  upon  a  granite  marker  that  still  stands  at  the  site,  several  yards  from  the  official  Wright 
Brothers  Monument  atop  Big  Kill  Devil  Hill.  With  carbon  copy  of  Senator  Bingham's  reply. 
With  huge  34-1/2’  square  Blueprint  prepared  by  the  construction  division  of  the  office  of  the 
Quartermaster  General,  “Wright  Memorial  /  Kill  Devil  Hills ,  N.C.  Plan  of  Proposed  Roads  /  3- 
2-  31,  drawing  number  67 1  1-33.  It  presents  the  scheme  for  asphalt-and-sand-paved  roads  from 
the  monument  to  the  first  flight  marker.  On  this  plan  the  road  is  a  straight  line.  The  current  site 
incorporates  loops  from  the  monument  to  the  base  of  Big  Kill  Devil  Hill,  no  doubt  due  to  its 
steep  slope.

ORVILLE  WRIGHT  AND  THE  SMITHSONIAN 

When  the  Smithsonian  Institution  decided  to  add  an  exhibit  on  the  development  of  flight,  it  at  first  recognized  Samuel  P. 
Langley’s  creation  of  the  first  sizable  machine  capable  of  heavier-than-air  flight  in  1896  as  the  watershed  event.  Two  months 
before  Wilbur  and  Orville  Wright’s  famous  flight  in  December  1903,  Langley’s  team  -  affiliated  with  the  Smithsonian  -  had  failed

in  an  attempt  at  manned  flight.  Feeling  snubbed.  Orville  Wright  loaned  his  original  airplane  to  London's  Science  Museum  in  1928. 
It  was  not  until  after  his  death  in  1948  that  the  Smithsonian  acquired  the  Wright  airplane  that  now  forms  the  centerpiece  to  the 
“Milestones  of  Flight"  exhibit  in  its  Air  and  Space  Museum.  The  following  two  lots  focus  on  the  dispute.

1444  [LANGLEY,  SAMUEL  B.]  CHARLES  M.  MANLY 

Pioneering  aeronautics  engineer;  helped  Samuel  P.  Langley  design  the 
Smithsonian’s  aerodrome,  piloting  it  in  the  failed  1903  attempt  at  manned  flight;  later 
entered  business,  becoming  assistant  general  manager  of  Curtiss  Aeorplane  and  Motor 
Co.  Wonderful  Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “Chas.  M.  Manly,”  5-1/2  pages,  4to,  on 
stationery  imprinted  “Manly  and  Veal  /  Consulting  Engineers,”  New  York,  May  22, 

1925.  He  writes  Godfrey  L.  Cabot,  president  of  the  National  Aeronautic  Association  in 
Washington  about  the  the  organization’s  claims  regarding  “the  alleged  mis-labeling  of 
the  Langley  Flying  Machine  in  the  National  Museum. ..I  must  assume  that  those  who 
acted  as  judges  in  the  matter  lacked  a  full  acquaintance  with  the  facts...”  The  claim 
that  the  museum’s  machine  is  not  the  one  flown  in  1903  “implies  that  the  original 
machine  was  so  completely  wrecked  that  its  identity  was  lost. ..In  the  first  test. ..on  Oct. 

7,  1903,  neither  the  steel  frame. ..nor  the  engine  were  damaged,  except  for  a  slight 
bending  of  the  overhanging  nose  portion  of  the  frame. ..In  the  second  test  on  December 
8. ..the  machine  was  caught  by  a  side  wind  and  the  wings  and  control 
surfaces  broken. ..This  main  frame  was  immediately  repaired.  Lack  of  funds 
prevented  the  rebuilding  of  the  wings. ..but  everything  was  kept  in  the 
Smithsonian  shops. ..The  only  things,  therefore,  that  are  now  on  the  Langley 
machine  in  the  Museum  that  are  not  parts  that  were  used  in  1903  are  the 
wooden  ribs  and  cloth  covering  of  the  wings  and  control  surfaces...”  By 
comparison,  after  its  successful  flight,  the  Wright  brothers’  machine  “w’fls  so  badly 
damaged  that  [Orville  Wright]  estimated  that  it  would  take  ‘o  day  or  two'  to  repair  it. 

He  also  states  that  that  immediately  following  the  flight,  a  gust  of  wind  caught  the 
machine,  toppled  it  over  and  ‘ the  ribs  in  the  surfaces  of  the  machine  were  broken,  the 
the  motor  injured,  and  the  chain  guides  badly  bent. ..If,  therefore,  the  machine  that  is  now  in  the  National  Museum  is  not  rightfully  labelled 
‘ Original  Langley  Machine,'  what  is  to  be  said  of  the  ‘ Original  Wright  Machine?'...”  In  defense  of  calling  Langley  s  plane  man-cam  ing, 
he  states  “It  certainly  carried  a  man. ..as  /  was  the  man  and  it  certainly  carried  me  into  the  air  and  then  into  the  water...  In  response  to  the 
NAA’s  depiction  of  the  Wrights  as  gracious  concerning  their  predecessors  he  says  curtly,  “My  impression  has  been  otherwise.  Alter  other 
complaints,  he  closes  by  saying  it  is  “indeed  unfortunate  that  the  Association  as  a  body  has  been  put  on  record  in  the  matter  at  all.  and 
especially  without  even  the  semblance  of  a  thorough  investigation...  Overall  age-toning,  paper  clip  stain,  pencil  margin  notes.  and  icctipi 
handstamp,  otherwise  in  very  good  condition.  A  fantastic  record  ol  the  view  inside  Langley  s  camp,  years  alter  his  death.

Journalist,  publisher,  and  businessman;  after  covering  aviation  for  various  newspapers  and  serving  as  captain  on  the  staff  of  the 
Director  of  Military  Aeronautics,  became  editor  of  the  country’s  first  aeronautics 
monthly,  U.S.  Air  Services.  Five  Typewritten  Letters  Signed  “ Earl  N.  bindley"  [2] 
and  “ Earl  Findley ,”  1/4  to  1-1/4  pages,  4to,  on  “U.S.  Air  Services”  imprinted 
stationery,  Washington,  January  9  to  February  13,  1933.  In  the  first  of  these, 
responding  to  National  Aeronautic  Association  president  Senator  Hiram  Bingham  s 
query.  Findley  states  that  “The  original  [Kitty  Hawk]  airplane ,  now  in  England ,  will 
not  be  brought  to  this  country  permanently  unless  the  points  at  issue  between  Mr. 

Orville  Wright  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution  can  be  ironed  out...”  On  January  18, 
he  specifies  that  this  requires  that  “the  records  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  have 
been  corrected.  Mr.  Wright...has  stated  in  our  Magazine. ..the  chief  reasons  why  he 
sent  the  airplane  to  England...!  do  not  have  before  me  a  list  of  the  corrections  which

Finally,  on  February  13,  he  writes  about  Bingham's 
January  20  letter  [a  carbon  of  which  is  present]:  “You  added  the 
postscript:  ‘ Incidentally ,  Mr.  O.W.  refused  a  friendly  overture 
made  by  a  regent  two  years  ago. ’...[The  regent.  Senator  Robinson] 
sent  a  letter  to  Mr.  Orville  Wright  asking  his  consideration  of  the

Also  with  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “Earl  Findley,”  3/4  page,  4to,  on  “U.S.  Air  Services”  imprint,  Washington,  February  28, 
1933.  To  Bingham,  on  Godfrey  Cabot’s  letter  [not  present],  about  which  he  cannot  add  any  information.  Lightly  age-toned,  otherwise  in  very 
good  condition.  Wright  finally  reached  terms  with  the  Smithsonian  in  1944,  but  the  plane  was  not  transferred  until  four  years  later.

Anyone  viewing  this  CSA  proof  sheet  for  the 
first  time  will  be  startled  by  the  clarity  of  the  printing. 
That  is  because  these  Proofs  were  produced  from 
engraved  steel  plates,  using  the  intaglio  method. 

In  order  to  achieve  this  extraordinary  quality 
each  detail  is  scratched  deeply  into  the  steel  plate. 
The  plate  is  then  inked  and  the  surface  carefully 
wiped  clean.  The  paper  sheets  are  placed  on  top  of 
the  plate,  and  pressure  is  applied,  forcing  the  paper 
into  the  recessed  areas  of  the  plate. The  ink  in  these 
recesses  is  transferred  onto  the  paper,  which  is  also 
slightly  raised,  or  embossed.  This  is  the  same  basic 
process  used  on  U.  S.  currency  today. 

The  regular  issue  Type  53  $5  1862  notes  were 
lithographed,  and  they  don’t  have  the  bold,  crisp  look 
of  intaglio-printed  notes. 

The  lithographic  process  involves  surface 
printing,  from  comparatively  inexpensive  stones 
instead  of  steel  plates. 


If  the  regular-issue  1862  notes  were 
lithographed,  then  why  would  an  intaglio  proof  exist? 
In  order  to  make  high  quality  lithographs,  Keatinge 
and  Ball  first  took  George  Dunn’s  designs  and 
engraved  them  onto  steel  plates.  Proof  impressions 
were  made  in  order  to  check  quality,  and  they  would 
have  been  sent  to  the  Treasury  Department  for  final 
approval.  The  steel  plates  were  then  used  to  transfer 
the  impressions  over  to  the  regular  production 
lithographic  stones. 

The  current  example  differs  from  any  of  the 
reported  Criswell  varieties.  It  bears  the  following 
imprints:  “Printed  by  J.  T.  Patterson  &  Co.”  and 
“Engraved  by  Keatinge  &  Ball,  Columbia,  S.  C.  ”. 
Similar  to  Cr.381,  but  it  lacks  “1ST  SERIES".  This 
Proof  is  on  white  paper,  while  the  regular  issue  is  on 
pink.  The  back  design  here  is  printed  in  black,  while 
the  regular  issue  design  is  blue.  Ex  Smythe's 
September  1998  auction,  Lot  1466,  where  it  realized 
$4,950. 

We  have  handled  only  two  such  sheets:  the 
current  example,  and  a  black  and  blue  Proof  sheet 
that  appeared  in  Smythe's  1987  auction  of  the 
Douglas  B.  Ball  Collection. 

CSA  Proof  notes  of  any  issue  are  prohibitively 
rare.  A  real  prize  for  the  sophisticated  collector  of 
CSA  financial  history.

Experimental  =  Notes  which  were  produced  on  special  paper  for  the  purposes  of  testing  wear 
and  durability  in  circulation  and  designated  by  special  blocks  and  in  one  case  with  a  red  letter 
surcharge  on  the  face  of  the  note. 

Fp  =  Face  plate  or  Face  check.  The  small  number  engraved  into  the  lower  right  face  field  used 
by  the  BEP  as  a  control  or  reference  number. 

Funnyback  =  A  slang  collector  term  used  to  describe  the  1928  through  1934  series  of  one 
dollar  Silver  Certificates.  Coined  because  of  the  “Monopoly”  or  play  money  look  to  the 
reverse  design.
